At that time, about 850 stu- 
dents from McGill, Loyola, Uni- 
versity of Montreal, Sir George 
Williams, Marianopolis, and stu- 
dent nurses of Montreal hospi- 
tals attended a programme 
paying tribute to the Ballets 
Russes. 

The University Night Concerts 
are presented by the Sympho- 
ny as a special benefit to the 
students. All tickets are $1.00 — 
a fraction of their normal price. 
There are no reserved seats. 

The purpose behind the. con- 
certs is to provide a cultural 
evening at a reasonable price for 
all Montreal students, and thus 
stimulate an interest in the sym- 
phony which will continue after 
graduation. 

The first concert was strongly 
endorsed by both SCOPE and 
.NFCUS committees who saw in 
it "an opportunity for cultural 
ties between Montreal univer- 
sities as well as a worthwhile be- 
nefit for students". 

The second concert, entitled 
"An Evening in Salzburg", will 
be devoted, to the music of Mo- 
zart and Brahms and will fea- 
ture three Mozart interpreters 
— Joseph Krips, conductor, and 
Pierrette Alarle and Leopold 
Simoneau, Canadian soprano and 
tenor who will be soloists. Arias 
and duets from such operas as 
Don Giovanni, the Marriage of 
Figaro, and the Magic Flute will 
be performed while the orches- 
tra will be heard alone in the 
Symphony No. 1 In C minor by 
Brahms. 

The concert will be held at 
Plateau Hall at 8.30 pm. Tickets 
can be obtained at the box office 
in the Union.

ASSUME OFFICE 

The Students' Society President 
and Vice-President, and the Stu- 
dents' Athletics Council Chair- 
man take office at the beginning 
of the next fiscal year, July 1, 
I960. Both the Students' Society 
Vice-President and the SAC Chair- 
man are on the Students' Exe- 
cutive Council and each have a 
vote on this body. 

In last year's elections, only 
two candidates vied for the pre- 
sidency of the Students' Union, 
while the Chairman of the Stu- 
dents* Athletic Council was ac- 
claimed.

It was in that election year that 

40.8% of the students eligible to 
vote exercised their right to do 
so. This figure has been appro- 
ximately the same for the last few 
years. 

CLOSE RACE 

Last year's voting for President 
of the Students' Society recorded 
a very close race, with Bryce Weir 
winning by a margin of 94 votes 
of the nearly 2500 votes cast. In 
the two previous years, the Stu- 
dents' Presidents had come to 
office by acclamation.

In Meeting Today At 1 




DR. W. PENFIELD 



titute and Chairman of the De 
partment of Neurology and Neu- 
rosurgery at McGill University 
will- adre'ss the Pre-Medical So- 
ciety today at 1 pm in Room 250 
of the Biology- Building. 

Born in Spokane, Washington 
in 1891, Dr. Penfield was educat- 
ed at Princeton University, John 
Hopkins University, and Oxford 
University where he was a Rho- 
des Scholar in 1914 and 19.19. He 
has also done post-graduate work 
in England, France, and Germany. 

Dr. Penfield has had a distin- 
guished medical career- He has. 
worked* at Columbia University, 
New York Neurological Institute, 
and the Vanderbilt Clinic. 

NEUROSURGEON 

In 1928 he came to Montreal 
where he was engaged as a neuro- 
surgeon In the Royal Victoria 
Hospital and Montreal General 
Hospital. He 'has been Director 
and Professor of the Montreal 
Neurological Institute since its 
inception in 1934. 



Dr. Penfield Is perhaps best 
known for his achievements in 
the field of neurological research. 
His mapping of the brain is con- 
sidered "one of the finest contri- 
butions to the field of neurology". 

Dr. Penfield has also done ex- 
stensivc work on epilepsy, and 
has published several books in 
this subject, a fairly recent one 
being "Epilepsy and the Func- 
tional Anatomy of the Human 
Brain", which was done in con- 
junction with Dr. Herbert Jasper 
of the Montreal Neurological Ins- 
titute. 

OTHER FIELDS 

Dr. Penfield's work has also 
extended beyond the medical 
field- He has written a novel, "No 
Other Gods", which was acclaim- 
ed in literary circles. Another 
contribution of his is found in the 
field of education where he acted 
as the Chairman of the Education 
Conference in Ottawa. 

His visiting lecture series inclu- 
de tha Lane Lectures in Stanford, 
the Dunham Lectures at Harvard, 



the Vanuxem Lectures at Prince- 
ton, and the Thayer Lectures at 
John Hopkins. He' also lectured 
it the U.S. S.R. Acadîmy of 
Sciences, at Moscow in 1955. 

All students who wish to at- 
tend this lecture are urged to co- 
me as early as possible.

OLD CONSTITUTION 

Since the proposed new Stu- 
dents' Society constitution has 
been referred bv the University 
Senate to the Student Activities 
Committee for further study, 
thus delaying an announcement 
on the final validity of the cons* 
titution, all Students' Society elec- 
tions will be run according to the 
rules of the old constitution. 

The use of the old constitution 
means that, as in previous years, 
women students will not be eli- 
gible for the Vice-Presidencv of 
the Students' Society, the office 
held by the President of the Stu- 
dents' Union. Also, graduate stu- 
dents will not yet be able to run 
for Students' Society posts. 



Leaders 
Protest 

University leaders have object- 
ed to one of the proposals made 
for obtaining the $25,000,000 held 
in trust for Quebec universities. 

Under the contested formula, 
Ottawa would be handing the ac- 
cumulated funds directly to the 
universities. These would then 
hand the sum to the provincial 
government on condition that tn» 
money be placed in a sinking 
fund being established to help 
capital construction projects. 

A university spokesman stated 
that no charter allows a univer- 
sity to give money to a govern- 
ment or to dispose of It for any 
purpose but its own use. Should 
a university act in this manner 
the action could be contested suc- 
cessfully in court. 

Both the provincial and Feder- 
al governments have Indicated 
that a solution has been found 
for the return of the money held 
in trust but no announcements 
have been made as yet. 

^Thesa governments are still de 
liberating on the question of how 
the universities . of Quebec may 
obtain the $10,000,000 held Tor 
them by the Canada Council.

• Political Polemics 



"Vote Early, Vote Often"

Professor James R. Mallory, 
now chairman of the Economics 
and Political Science depart- 
ment at McGiU, was asked 
shortly after a recent election 
probe In Montreal-Carticr to 
explain an electoral upset. 

"Well," said the professor 
with a wry smile, "the matter 
can be explained this way. Elec- 
torates change rapidly. Each 
year, for example, several 
young citizens attain majority 
and arc consequently enfran- 
chised. Contemporaneously, 
thousands of older citizens, are 
laid to permanent rest, never 
•to vote again... except by 
proxy... in Cartier..." 

The class applauded Profes- 
sor Mallory's pungent wit, 
laughing with academic detach- 
ment. But when the applause 
and laughter had subsided, sev- 
eral unsophisticated students 
started to pummel the professor 
with questions. 

Surely, they urged, the in- 
stances of electoral corruption 
witnessed in Cartier were isol- 
ated and insignificant. No pol- 
itical party could get away with 
things like that. Cartier is not 
a "typical urban riding". Just 
a bit of Montreal colour, that's 
all. Something that happened 
once and won't happen again 
in a decade. 

Well, these students were 
wrong. What was witnessed in the 
Cartier riding in 1957 will prob- 
ably prevail there again next 
election. And it will prevail in 
other urban ridings as well. 

One instance of such unre- 
strained political enthusiasm 



outside Cartier was cited in the 
Quebec legislature last week. 
René Ilamcl, the Liberal mem- 
ber for St. Maurice, produced . 
an official election return 
which showed that in St. James, 
riding 212 valid ballots wero 
counted in a poll which listed 
only 207 qualified electors. St. 
James is represented by tho 
Hon. Paul Dozois, Municipal 
Affairs Minister in the Union 
Nationale Cabinet. 

Attorney-General RIvard, in 
response to this allegation, 
made this statement (as report- 
ed in the Montreal Star) : he 
said "he had enough confidence 
in the honesty (sic) of the Que- 
bec voter to know that he took 
voting seriously, 'and the proof 



is • that he keeps re-electing 

MS. 

XXX 

Because "les Québécois" arc 
so honest at elections, and be- 
cause our system is so good, 
the Union Nationale last week 
voted down an opposition bill 
calling for an investigation into 
voting procedures in Quebec. 

This was a regrettable move. 
An investigation might have 
brought into public limelight 
the methods by which polit- 
icians aro elected and defeated 
at public polls. - It would Inform 
the naive and shame the sophis- 
ticated. 

It might also have put an end 
to voting by proxy... even in 
Cartier.

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Oh, John, Let's 
Not Park Here 

Sir: I . , 

Last October a list was posted 
on the McGill Union notice 
board which authorized certain 
student officials to park their 
cars in the limited parking spa- 
ce behind the Union. We realize 
that parking space nround the 
campus was at a premium. 
Therefore only students who 
use the building often and in 
an official capacity were allowed 
to park here. Appropriate signs 
were put up in the parking lots. 

Certain students have been 
parking their cars in a lane 
which is used, for the delivery 
of groceries to the Union kit- 
chens. As the catering staff 
shovels, out this lane themsel- 
ves, it seems unreasonable that 
students should block this lane 
with their cars. Student offi- 
cials are only authorized to park 
in the larger parking lot and no 
students other than those on the 
parking list should place their 
cars here,

Is Chessman A 
Pawn in the Game ? 

Sir : 

What penalty must a man 
pay for his crime, to what ex- 
tent should the penally be car- 
ried? Should politics enter 
into the picture? What does 
society demand from Caryl 
Chessman ? 

Chessman, the perverted sex 
kidnapper was owarded a stay 
' of execution. It was the eighth 
time in almost twelve years that 
Chessman had been saved from 
scheduled death. Never before 
had death been so close; less 
than ten hours and thirteen 
: steps from death in the gas 
chamber. 

The stay was ordbrcd by 
Governor E.G. Brown of Cali- 
fornia, mainly because a letter 
had been received from the 
Assistant State Secretary it. It. 
Rubattom Jr., that Chessman's 
execution would cause violent 



demonstrations against Pres- 
ident Eisenhower during his 
planned visit to Uruguay. Gov- 
ernor Brown also said that he 
wanted to give the people of 
Calif o r n i a .an opportunity, 
through legislation, to express 
•their views on capital punish- 
ment. 

1 1 Whether or not I approve of 
capital punishment is irrelevant 
at this moment. My opinion is 
subjective : Let us be rational ; 
let us think of Caryl Chess- 
man. 

If a man is going to be given 
a reprieve, let it not be for 
political reasons. The case 
should have been settled by 
Governor Brown rather than be 
given to the legislature. Rather 
than enforce California's exist- 
ing law, the Governor reprieved 
Chessman for a period of sixty 
days in the hope that the legis- 
lature will abolish the death 
penalty before the end of the 
CO day period and "get the 
Governor off the hook". 

It is inconceivable to think 
that incipient mobs of students 
and small groups can cause 
unwarranted interference with 
the judicial processes of the 
state. Governor Brown consid- 
ered the message from Rubat- 
tom as "an implied recommen- 
dation for clemency. They 
(meaning the State Depart- 
ment) wouldn't act but they 
wanted me to act". In my 
opinion the United States and 
the State of California arc at a 
low — an extremely low stage, 
when they allow emotionalism 
in South America and through- 
out the world to shape the ad- 
ministration of justice in Cali- 
fornia and the U.S. 

In my opinion, the two rea- 
sons given by Governor Brown 
may have only been excuses 
for a clever psychological move. 
The condemned man is under 
a' great emotional strain ; he 
counts the months, the weeks, 
the days, and finally Uie hours. 
- By the time he has reached the 
stage whero only ten hours of 
life remain, he is probably 
thankful that the hour is swiftly 
approaching so that he may 
finally have peace after 12 
years of waiting; he is pre- 
pared for death! The tribula- 



tion, the pain, the agony is not 
in dying - — . tho gas chamber 
death is quick and painless. 
The suffering, the paying of 
tho penalty is the anticipation, 
the mental anguish of thinking 
of that fatal hour. The human 
mental torture that he has gone 
through is worse than death. 
The anticipation is the penalty, 
not the actual dying. As far as 
I'm concerned, Caryl Chessman 
died last Thursday. 

If I am wrong in my assump- 
tion of a psychological game, 
then' I am ashamed to learn 
that the U.S. public officials 
arc taking orders from foreign 
troublemakers on how to han- 
dle U.S. domestic business. 

I -can just visualize Chessman 
twisting the words of an old 
poem and reciting it as such : 

"I'm glad that I'm an American 
I'm sad that I'm not free 
I wish that I were a little dog 
And Governor Brown a tree".

In conjunction with the recently- 
formed Nuclear Studies Group, Dr. 
Fred Knelman will speak oa "Fall- 
out" at 1 pm today la the Union 
Clubroom. , 

A chemical engineer who gained 
his Ph.D. at Imperial College of 
Science, London University, Dr. 
Knelman has conducted one re- 
search project in a field connected 
with the topic of his talk, but on 
the whole, he stated, his approach 
to this lecture is that of the "in- 
formed laymaa". 

In 1954, (the year of the Ameri- 
can test at Bikini Atoll which had 



such disastrous effects on the 
crew of the 'Lucky Dragon'). Dr. 
Knelman remarked that he "beca- 
mo seriously alarmed by the dis- 
crepancy between official reports 
on the effects of radioactive fall- 
out and the findings of independent 
authorities." 

Together with some other scien- 
tists he. formed an investigating 
committee which attempted to dis- 
cover the truth behind the propa- 
ganda. The findings of the com- 
mittee so alarmed the members 
that they attempted to initiate

some protest action. They were 
met with general disinterest. 

It was not until April 1959, when 
Senator Anderson revealed that 
through an error of the A.E.C 
fallout was descending on the earth 
at a far faster rate than had been 
thought previously and was concen- 
trated on north-eastern Canada and 
tho United States, that any public 
alarm was expressed. 

At this time two independent wo- 
men investigators who had formed 
a Montreal branch of the Com- 
mittee for Sane Nuclear Policy in 
the States approached Dr Knelman 
with a view to co-ordination of ef- 
fort. Feeling that "the time was 
rlpo" Dr Knelman organized the 
Canadian Committee for Control of 
Radiation Hazards which is holding 
its first National Convention next 
month.
